AMBOINA REPORTED 
STRUCK BY QUAKE 
AND TIDAL WAVE 


JAKARTA, Oct. .9 (AP)—An 
Amboina broadcast today report- 
ed that war-torn island was 
struck by a series of violent earth 
shocks yesterday, causing a gi- 
gantic tidal wave. Reporting cas- 
ualties, the broadcast appealed 
for Red Cross aid. 

The broadcast said the quakes, 
starting Sunday morning, contin- 
ued all day and brought a tidal 
wave 70 feet high.- One report 
had the wave 200 meters (656 
feet) high, but this seemed in- 
credible.

SHOT TO DEATH 
SISPEET HELD 


Wife, Also Wounded, 
Identifies Man as 
Killer of Psychiatrist 
Dr. Lewis Thorne. 


NORTH HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 9 
(UP)—A 27-year-old Yale grad- 
uate was arresteg early today and 
identified as the killer of noted 
Yale psychiatrist Dr. Lewis 
Thorne. 

Theodore A. Trent-Lyon was 
removed from a bus at Spring- 
field, Mass., about five hours after 
the 43-year-old Thorne answered 
his doorbell late last night and 


was shot twice in the chest. 

Trent-Lyon was identified as 
the killer by -Thorne’s wife, 
Helen, 36, who was wounded 
twice when she ran downstairs to 
learn what had happened. 

Trent-Lyon was said by authori- 
ties to be a former teen-age pa- 
tient of Dr. Thorne and a former 
Harvard divinity student. 

No motive for the killing was 
suggested immediately. 

Pistol in Pocket. 

Police said that when taken 
off the bus the young man had a 
.22 caliber: pistol in his topcoat 
pocket. It was empty, but there 
was a supply of cartridges in the 
other pocket. Dr. Thorne’ was 
killed and Mrs. Thorne was 
wounded by .22 caliber bullets. 

Taken to the county prison in 
Mew Haven, the sweating, nervous 
young man told police question- 
ers: “I don’t care to answer.” 

He was. questioned just the 
same. 

“I don’t remember all that hap- 
pened.” 

Police said he was “bookish and 
humble.” 

Police said Mrs./ Thorne told 
them that when her husband an- 
swered the door, she heard him 
say “Oh, yes,” as he apparently 
recognized the visitor. Then she 
heard a shot. Dr. Thorne stag- 
gered to a hall telephone, but

The American proposal also is 
sponsored by Britain, France, 
Canada, the Philippines, Turkey 
and Uruguay. 

It calls for quick emergency 
sessions of the veto-free General 
Assembly when the Security Coun- 
cil cannot act, peace patrols of 
observers to report to the Assem- 
bly on acts of aggression and the 
designation by U.N. members of 
specific units in their armed 
forces be placed at the disposal 
of the U.N. in time of crisis.

Yesterday's report, the 118th 
to be announced, listed 255 dead, 
822 wounded, 73 missing in ac- 
tion, 43 injured and 13 prisoners 
of war. Every state and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia had one or 
more names on the list. 

The heaviest previous fighting 
toll was reported a week ago and 
contained the names of 915 killed, 
wounded, missing, injured and 
prisoners. 

The lists have been from one 
to two weeks behind events in 
Korea, Defense officials said Sun- 
day’s list reflects hard fighting 
around Seoul and in other places 
following the Inchon amphibious 
landing Sept. 15. 

Latest Listing. 

List No. 119, released today, 
included 128 killed or died of 
wounds, 469 wounded, 19 missing, 
four prisoners of war and 40 in- 
jured in war zone accidents.

tanks which had not even beén 
removed from their flat cars. 

The South Koreans also ran 
into strong enemy resistance for 
the first time since they crossed 
the border 90 miles to the south, 
eight days ago, 

As the Americans and South 
Koreans crossed the thirty-eighth 
parallel, the Tokyo and Seoul 
radjos broadcast over and over 
Gen. MacArthur’s second demand 
in eight days for the surrender 
of the North Koreans. 

The ultimatum was addressed 
to the “Premier, Government of 
North Korea” and called upon 
the Reds “for the last time” to 
lay down their arms and cease 
hostilities at once. 


“TI Shall at Once Proceed.” 

“Unless an immediate response 
is made by you in the name of 
the North Korean Government,” 
Gen. MacArthur said, “I shall at 
once proceed to take such mili- 
tary action as may be necessary 
to enforce the decrees of the 
United Nations.” 

Gen. MacArthur’s broadcast ul- 
timatum quoted the resolution 
passed Saturday by the United 
Nations General Assembly giving 
him authority to cross the thirty- 
eighth parallel.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Oct. 9 
(AP) — American High Commis- 
sioner John J. McCloy told the 


German people last night the 
United States is convinced that 
a strong West, now being built, 
can prevent war. 

The recent New York con- 
ferences of the western Foreign 
Ministers and the North Atlantic 
Treaty powers marked a “turning 
point on the road to European se- 
curity,” McCloy said. 

“We do not believe that war is 
inevitable,” he declared*in a Ger- 
man language broadcast over six 
West German radio stations. The 
speech also was carried to Soviet- 
occupied East Germany by the 
American station in Berlin. 

Referring to what he called 
West German concern over Ger- 
man security, McCloy said the 
proposed unified army for the de- 
fense of Europe will become “a 
vital force within a short time.” 

More Troops to Berlin. 

The western Allies are sending 
more troops to West Germany 
and have pledged to regard an 
attack on western Berlin or West 
Germany as an attack on them- 
selves, he added. 

“No nation and no group of 
men should underestimate” the 
meaning of these decisions, Mc- 
Cloy said. 

He cautioned the German peo- 
ple against believing talk that the 
Foreign Ministers granted wide 
concessions to the West German 
Government in an effort to “buy” 
German military help against the 
East. 

“The fact is,” he said, “that the 
United States and the western na- 
tions are not bargaining for Ger- 
man help and they do not intend 
to do so. We are neither ‘buy- 
ing’ allies mor are we coercing 
any.” 

Conditions of Rearmament. 

Naturally, he went on, the 
question of a pogsible German 
defense contribution was bound 
to arise in creating a unified 
European army. Though no def- 
inite decisions on German rear- 
mament have been taken, he said 
these two points are clear: 

1; “Any German _ contribu- 
tion would have to be on a just 
basis and within the framework 
of an integrated European de- 
fense. That means that no na- 
tional German army will be 
permitted.” 

2. “The western Allies fully 
recognize that a German contri- 
bution (to western defense) is 
possible or desirable only if the 
people, the Parliament and the 
Government, of western Ger- 
many actively favor and sup- 
port it. 

Any German role in European 
defense must be directed by men 
with firm demotratic convictions, 
McCloy said, adding: 

“There is no room for mili- 
tarist cliques or societies or for 
reactionary doctrine and _ the 
democratic political Jeaders of 
Germany are aware, I believe, of 
the necessity of avoiding any such 
tendencies.” 

Warning by French Official. 

Meanwhile, Andre Francois- 
Poncet, French high commission- 
er in Germany, warned that if 
West Germany is rearmed the 
new German forces “must be ani- 
mated by a new spirit.”

CHARGES AGAINST 
RAIL PRESIDENT IN 
WRECK DISMISSED 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 9 (UP) — 
Civil Judge Myron Gordon dis- 
missed fourth-degree manslaugh- 
ter charges today against Jay 
Maeder, former Speedrail Line 
president who was operating one 
of two trains which collided near 
here Sept. 2, killing 10 persons. 

Gordon, who presided at a pre- 
liminary hearing in district court 
late last week, rules that ‘Maeder 
will not have to stand trial on 
the charge. 

The judge said Maeder’s actions 
the day of the wreck constituted 
negligence but not gross negli- 
gence as defined by law.

Fifth Air Force pilots flew 170 
sorties, 106 of them in close sup- 
port of U.N. troops. They said 23 
trucks, 13 vehicles, 20 troop 
buildings and nine railway tank 
cars were destroyed, and 31 box- 
cars, one tank, four trucks, five 
vehicles and nine troop buildings 
damaged.

CONVEYOR - BELT 
GROCERY COUNTER 
SPEEDS SHOPPING 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
The Department of Agriculture 
has invented a new type grocery 
counter which it says will “‘save 
time and money” for housewives. 

It said the device, now being 
used in stdres in the Midwest and 
South, enables self-service groc- 
eries to “check out” customers 38 
per cent faster, thereby saving 
about 0.8 of a cent per customer 
in labor costs. 

The counter consists of a con- 
veyer belt, an automatic change- 
maker and a “well” at the end 
of the belt in which an empty 
grocery bag sits upright. Here's 
how it works: 

The customer places groceries 
on top of the motor-driven con- 
veyer belt. The cashier regulates 
movement of the belt with a foot 
control. As items .come to her, 
_ she rings up the prices with her 
right hand and places them in 
the open bag with her'left. When 
the last piece is _ registered, 
change is made by the automatic 
change-maker. 

The department said this en- 
ables the average cashier to‘ han- 
dle about 44 customers an hour, 
compared with only 32 under the 
old procedure.

The commission ruled, however, 
the utility must accept applica- 
tions for residential heating pro- 
vided they were filed on or be- 
fore Aug. 16 and do not apply to 
apartments built to accommodate 
more than four families. 

Another exception to the ruling 
prevents Laclede from refusing 
gas heat to any building if the 
company made a commitment be- 
fore Aug. 16, the date the utility, 
with the commission’s permission, 
announced it would not receive 
additional applications.

A federal geologist was in St. 
Louis today to study foundations 
and rock formations and gather 
data on the feasibility of con- 
structing underground shelters 
for defense against atomic bomb 
attack, the Post-Dispatch learned. 


The expert, a former St. Lou- 
isan, is Arthur B. Cozzens, of the 
engineering research department, 
Civilian Defense Office, National 
Securities Research Board. He 
came here from Washington on 
a tour of strategic centers, St. 
Louis being the first city on his 
itinerary. 

Most of the downtown area here 
has 25 or 30 feet of clay immedi- 
ately beneath the surface, the 
geologist reported. Under this is 
quicksand of varying depth, with 
bedrock found at a depth of about 
80 feet. Cozzens said this condi- 
tion would’ make excavations for 
bomb shelters costly. 

Frank D. Sullivan, coordinator 
for civil defense here, has re- 
ported there are eight caves in 
the city which might be devel- 
oped into bomb shelters, the 
three offering the best potentiali- 
ties t being the Cherokee, Lemp 
and Uhrig’s caves. 

A native St. Louisan, Cozzens 
taught geology and geography at 
Washington University and the 
University of Illinois before mov- 
ing to Washington in 1936. 


Sullivan, who attended civil de- 
fense conferences in Washington 
last week with Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst, said the city will study de- 
signs .for atomic bomb shelters 
being prepared by federal ex- 
perts but Ras no plans for imme- 
diate establishment of air raid 
shelters. 

Engineers of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, he re- 
ported, are preparing plans for 
three types of air raid shelters— 
community refuges to serve areas 
as large as the downtown section 
of St. Louis, smaller shelters to 
meet neighborhood needs and in- 
dividual shelters for homes.

“It is on the information said 
to have been reported by Fer- 
jencik,” Jacobson told the court,

not be prejudiced by giving her a 
hearing.” 

Jacobson recalled that Mrs.

Her deportation in May 
was prevented only by a stay 
order issued by Supreme Court 
Justice Jackson on the ground a 
like measure is pending in the 
Senate. 

Jacobson said he was prepared 
to show that “the Attorney Gen- 
eral had made a mistake.” The 
reports concerning her activities 
when she was a civilian employe 
of American Military Government 
in Germany, were said to accuse 
her of supplying personnel in- 
formation to a Czech Communist 
spy.

nouncement said yesterday, the 
current schedule calls for an out- 
lay of two billion dollars on 
“major” items by June 30. 


This, it was explained, is apart 
from the similarly inspired step- 
up, amounting to about 400 per 
cent, in the amount the Army | 
procurement agencies plan _ to | 
spend in the same period to help | 
rearm free European nations un- 
der the Military Defense Assist- 
ance Program. In addition to the 
$500,000,000 originally budgeted 
for this purpose in the fiscal year 
Army officials estimate that two 
billion dollars will be used by 
June 30 for producing military 
equipment to fulfill MDAP re- 
quirements. 


Estimates on Major Items Only. 


The statement by the Army 
Department made it clear that 
the estimates released today 
dealt only with “major items” 
for the combat and _=s service 
troops. 

“From the over-all standpoint.” 
it said, “the present army-wide 
program appears to involve pro- 
curement four to _ five times 
Zreater than the two billion 
dollar rate of 1950.” | 

Of the procurement funds to be 
obligated in this fiscal year, it 
said, 57.8 per cent will be han-| 
died by the Army Ordnance! 
Corps, which ‘is responsible for | 
procuring all Army weapons, am- . 
munition and other “hard” equip- 
ment. These funds are provided 
in the regular and supplemental 
appropriations for the domestic 
and MDAP rearmament speed-up 
programs. 

The Quartermaster Corps. re- 
sponsible for procuring food. 
clothing, bedding and other ‘‘soft 
goods,” has been allotted a 15.4 
per cent share of the 91.4 per 
cent of total defense and military 
assistance funds to be obligated 
by the Army’s technical services 
in this fiscal year. 

Engineers, Signal Corps Outlay. 

The Corps of Engineers, which 
procures construction equipment 
and materials, will account for 
11.6 per cent, and the Signal 
Corps, responsible for procuring 
all communications equipment, 6.6. 
per cent. 

The announcement disclosed 
that, in addition to scores of other 
contracts for many items, the 
Army has entered into contracts 
with the following companies for 
the items listed: Cadillac Division 
of General Motors Corp., light 
tanks; Continental Motors Corp., 
engines for light and medium 
tanks: American Car and Foundry 
Co., 105-mm. howitzer motor car- 
riages; International Harvester 
Co., armored utility vehicles; Pa- 
cific Car and Foundry Co., arm- 
ored utility vehicles, and Pacifte 
Car and Foundry Co., 155-mm. 
gun motor carriage.

YERY government has a primary responsibility for the security 


people has a duty to pretect itself 


and to prepare a secure future for its children. 


But in our natural and necessary concern with security, it is 
important to know and agree on what we are after. This chapter will 
explore the needs of American security, and take a look at what 


we are doing to meet them. 


We talk about “American se- 
curity,” realizing that there is no 
definition of the word “security” 
that would satisfy all nations. 
Each people looks out on the 
world from its own window and 
therefore calculates the needs of 
its own security from its own 
point of view. 


Term Used and Misused. 


Like “democracy” the word 
“security” has been used and mis- 
used for many purposes to justify 
a variety of national policies. 
Terrible crimes have been com- 
mitted in its name. Hitler an- 
nexed Austria and Czechoslovakia 
and invaded Poland in the name 
of German “security.” Stalin 
forged a ring of satellite puppets, 
claiming that the Soviet Union 
needs “friendly” neighbors to be 
safe from invasion. 


After the experience of two 
German invasions, France built 
a Maginot Line and manned it 
with a large standing army. 

Both Hitler and Stalin wanted, 
in the name of “security,” to 
divide the world into two spheres 
of influence. Let’s draw a line, 
they said. On our side of the 
line we'll do as we like. and on 
your side of the line you can 
have complete freedom of action. 
There are, in fact, some peopie 
who still believe that kind of 
“settlement” would contribute to 
American security. 

The American idea of security 
has little or nothing in common 
with any of these traditional uses 
of power. We find it fantastic 
to think—as Hitler thought—that 
invasion and conquest can en- 
hance the security of any na- 
tion, including the conqueror. 


Russian Desire Understandable. 


The desire of the Russian peo- 
ple, the victims of Hitler’s inva- 
sion, for friendly neighbors is not 
hard to understand. But the 
Soviet system of puppet satellites 
built around a master nation 
offers little hope of security to 
anyone—least of all the people 
who live under that system. 

We made a costly escape, via 
Pearl Harbor, from our own 
brand of Maginot Line mentality 
—the belief that two broad 
oceans could save us from “for- 
eign” wars. Most Americans now 
know that the modern world 
offers no*° complete immunity 
from accident, disaster, and the 
mistakes of human beings. We 
are aware also that security is 
not the same thing as superior 
military power or the possession 
of a super weapon. 

Finally, we have never been 
interested in the suggestion 
that a world divided into 
spheres of influence offers us 
security. We find that sug- 
gestion impractical, unrealistic, 
and morally indefensible. 

The idea of two great pow- 
ers sitting down together in 
the year 1950 to carve up the 
world between them, casually 
disposing of the fate of other 
free peoples, may be something 
for cartoonists to play with. It 
is not an idea that democratic 
governments and peoples can 
seriously consider. The mere 
suggestion brings home to us 
the fact that there is a price 
no decent, freedom-loving peo- 
ple will pay for ev or the 

false promise of it. 

To understand a American 
approach to security, we have to 
consider the problem on two lev- 
els: first, the kind and degree of 
security we can create now in the 


kind of world we now inhabit 
and, second, the security we must 
start to build now if we want a 
safer, more livable world for our 
children. As we go along; we 
will see the relatign of every one 
of our policies to either the short- 
term or long-term effort to build 
security. 

The short-term problem, in 
plain and brutal terms, is to 
survive as a free nation in a 
pioneer world society. Our sit- 
uation today is something like 
that of the early settler of the 
West. In those days before 
law and order were established, 
before families enjoyed the 
community safeguards that we 
now take for granted, every set- 
tler had te carry arms to pro- 
tect himself and his family 
against marauders. 

Today, each nation has to 
arm itself, and the lone nation 
is often at the mercy of an un- 
scrupulous outlaw. 


In self-defense, the orderly and 
far-sighted men among the early 
settlers: joined forces for common 
protection. A rough system of 
law and order developed in which 
each settler could get on with his 
job of clearing the land and plow- 
ing it, but always with one ear 
cocked for danger. 

So today, the peaceful na- 
tions have organized for a de- 
gree of security, without giving 
up their basic individual sov- 
ereignty. In the present phase 
of pioneer international society, 
nations have to live with the 
danger that an outlaw may pre- 
cipitate war by accident or de- 
sign. For the past 35 years, 
we Americans have been feel- 
ing the effects of that danger 
in our personal lives. 

We have watched interna- 
tional criminals at work. We 
have seen peoples pushed 
around, humiliated, terrorized, 
undermined and finally at- 
tacked, one by one, in Europe 
and Asia. We have learned 
some simple rules for survival 
in a society that permits crim- 
inals to defy the law. 

We learned that there are no 
longer any “foreign” wars. 
There are no more side lines 
for a nation to sit on. We 
learned that the only way to 
avoid being drawn into war is 
to prevent war. We learned, 
further, that you cannot prevent 
war in a pioneer society by 
agreeing to disarm, since the 
peaceful nations honor their 
agreements, and those that are 
planning aggression ignore 
them. We became convinced 
that, for the present, peaceful 
nations can best serve them- 
selves and their society by arm- 
ing well, and joining forces for 
common defense. 

These lessons, the product of 
bitter and costly experience, 
shape the new American attitude 
toward national security. A con- 
viction that the earth was round 
sent Columbus on his westward 


adventure. Our conviction that 
the peoples of the earth were in- 
terdependent sent us on an equal- 
ly bold adventure—an adventure 
in COLLECTIVE SECURITY. 
We had always been ready to 
help peaceful nations. But we 
had never, except in time of war, 
been willing to team up with 
them. Now we are ready and 
willing to do both, and we are 
doing both because we know that 
our national interest demands it.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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in event of war gathered in Washington last 
week for briefing on civilian defense problems. 
Paul V. Betters, executive director of the Na- 
tional Conference of Mayors, told them that 
President Truman “is not going to wait for 
Congress to set up a civil defense organization.” 
Mr. Betters said it will be established within a 
few days. 

Almost the same day, W. Stuart Symington, 
chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board, addressed a women’s conference on 
civilian defense. He said: “If the U.S.S.R. did 
hit us in a sudden attack, whether we could 
get up and fight back depends on whether we 
have civilian defense. . . . I believe today there 
is a very good chance of losing unless we face 
up promptly and realistically to our problem.” 

Ralph W. Hammond, Missouri’s State Director 
of Civil Defense, told the Missouri Municipal 
League convention just Friday that “it is no par- 
ticular secret that if Russia decides to attack us, 
St. Louis is the No. 4 target.” He had just re- 
turned from a Washington meeting of state civil 
defense directors. 

There is an immediate need for a working 
civilian defense machinery that could function 
tomorrow if the worst happened. It is, of 
course, to be hoped that not one unit of it will 
ever have to function. But it would be crimi- 
nal folly to gamble on the belief that such 
machinery probably will not be needed some 
day. 

Two years ago, after more than nine months 
of study by experts of national reputation, the 
300-page Hopley report on civilian defense was 
laid before the President. It presented a blue- 
print for nationwide civilian defense preparation 
against a bombing attack. If it had been ac- 
cepted and put into effect, the steps could have 
been carried out with a minimum of excitement 
and with time for improvements here and there. 

But President Truman did nothing about the 
report. Equally bad, he also let the chairman- 
ship of the NSRB remain empty 15 months in 
an effort to put his lame duck friend, Mon C. 
Waligren, into that important office. And only 
last March he said there was as yet no need 
for a permanent office of civil defense. 

So now 200 Mayors are told that a new fed- 
eral agency is to be. created in jig time. Judg- 
ing from the Administration record of civilian 
defense, maybe it will be and maybe it won't. 
Meanwhile, valuable time is being lost. And if 
sudden and drastic action does ensue, many 
people are going to become scared at what 
could have been carried out quietly and effi- 
ciently. 

Perhaps the best thing the Mayors can do is 
to go back home, forget about Washington until 
it really does something, and try to adapt the 
civil defense program instituted by New ‘York 
City and reputedly the best in the country. 
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The Ball That Wasn’t There

500 Per Cent Increase 

If our defense effort is to be a success there

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Austria’s Reds vs. the Kremlin 


Communists the world aroynd are not always 
the puppets and slaves of Moscow. At times, 
even the Kremlin has difficulty controlling its 
foreign lieutenants, and Communists inside and 
outside Russia stray off the reservation. 

The most recent example occurred in Austria, 
previously an international backwater in the 
cold war by apparent tacit agreemént between 
East and West. This arrangement apparently 
did not suit the Austrian Communists. They 
began what Allied intelligence sources now 
think was a series of unauthorized strikes, with 
an eye to forcible seizure of the government. 

The Kremlin's response was reported to be to 
dispatch posthaste five representatives of the 
Cominform to Vienna to try to cool off the hot- 
heads. For in Moscow’s opinion, now is no time 
to stir things up in Austria. Judging from the 
fizzle of the Communist demonstrations there, 
the Kremlin may have been right.

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MacArthur Handles It Well 


While the military maneuvers of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and his heroic U.N. troops naturally 
enough have attracted most attention, the Pacific 
commander for the free world is to be com- 
mended warmly on the careful way in which he 
has handled the crossing of the thirty-eighth 
parallel. 

The problem was: How not to lose valuable 
time and hence great military advantage, all the 
while observing the international proprieties 
so that good will won in Asia would not be 
dissipated. 

The solution worked out was to allow the 
South Koreans to go over the imaginary line in 
hot pursuit of the Korean Communists who 
started the aggression in June. After all, no one 
could very well object to Koreans movwng on to 
break the military might of those who had 
attacked them without warning, burned their 
homes and brutally murdered their comrades 
and families. . 

This served to keep the retreating Reds from 
pulling themselves together in any comfort. By 
now the South Koreans are approximately 100 
miles north of the parallel which had un- 
realistically divided the peninsula. Meantime, 
the issue inevitably came before the U.N. and 
U.N. could not refuse to act, though it did so 
guardedly. The 47-to-5 vote of the U.N.’s Po- 
litical Committee promptly became the over- 
whelming majority in the Assembly in favor of 
military operations north of the line. 

With that vote to back him up, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has now sent American troops over the 
paralle] as a final warning to the retreating 
North Kort®ans. If surrender does not come 
soon, the Korean Communists may expect more 
of what they got after the landings at Inchon. 

Equally important with the military successes 
and the sensitive handling of the international 
aspects is the matter of relief for the war- 
stricken peoples, both north and south of the 
parallel. Men, women and children who have 
never had too much are with much less, or 
completely destitute after these months of fight- 
ing. The delegations at Lake Success cannot 
make war relief effective a minute too soon. In 
that even the Russians should be able to join. 
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Senator Kem Catches Up 

Senator Kem told a Kansas City audience, 
according to the Associated Press, that the first 
order of business when Congress reconvenes 
Nov. 27 should be “to take profit out of war.” 

Missouri’s junior Senator, we take it, is full 
of zeal for the enactment of an excess profits 
tax. “We must ‘not be tender with profiteers 
while we are tough with American boys,” he said. 

We could applaud a little more heartily if 
Senator Kem had voted the way he now talks. 
As Congressional Quarterly points out, the 
key Senate vote on the excess profits tax came. 
after the upper chamber refused to concur in 
the House’s view that excess profits should be 
tackled before the end of the Eighty-first Con- 
gress. The Senate held to its original position 
that early 1951 was soon enough. 

Senator O’Mahoney, trying to reverse this 
stand, moved to reconsider. The Senate turned 
him down by the margin of two votes, and one 
of those voting against him was Missouri's 
James P. Kem.

New Face at the Controls 

President Truman is making a studied attempt 
to bring into the economic stabilization phase of 
the defense effort entirely fresh personalities 
who will be free of the political liabilities pre- 
sumed to attach to those who manned the 
controls in World War II. 

Whether the basis for this caution is sound 
or not, the country will welcome new faces. 
Such a one is Alan Valentine, former president 
of the University of Rochester, who has been 
appointed to head the Economic Stabilization 
Agency. His job will be to ride herd on a price 
administrator and a wage board. 

As a university president for 15 years and 
head of an Economic Co-operation Administra- 
tion mission to The Netherlands, Dr. Valentine 
presents acceptable credentials as an admini- 
strator. As a registered Republican, his political 
credentials are equally attractive to an Admini- 
stration which must seek to avoid political 
undermining of a program which it apparently 
regards as sure to be unpopular. 

This may be the most difficult job Dr. 
Valentine ever tackled. For in endeavoring so 
elaborately to safeguard the control program 
from political liabilities, the Administration is 
running a grave risk that when it finally gets 
into operation it will incur the liability of too 
little and too late. 

Mr. Truman seems determined to coast until 
after election. He took a month to name the 
ESA chief, and the White House indicates that 
effective operation of the agency remains weeks | 
away. The danger in this leisurely pace is that 
when Dr. Valentine and his still undesignated 
lieutenants get around to sticking their fingers 
into the inflation dike, the situation may call 
for more fingers than they possess. 
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Off Base

As the pattern of Soviet strategy un- 
folds, it defines the present task of the 
United States military establishment. That 
task does not appear now to be the gigan- 
tic, global war which our military plan- 
ners anticipated. 

Evidently Soviet strategy, for the time 
being at least, calls for a series of smaller 
thrusts—political coups, civil wars, and lo- 
calized offensives—around the margins of 
the Soviet world. 

This strategy was underscored by the 
attack in Korea, which found us with only 
one aircraft carrier 
in the Far East and 
no force of Marines 
within 6000 miles. 


Among the various 
arms and weapons 
suitable for small- 
scale conflicts in re- 
mote places near sea- 
coasts, none is more 
flexible and efficient than carrier-based air 
power. This arm has a unique value for 
the United States, since we are separated 
from all conceivable enemies by broad 
oceans and must do our fighting at great 
distances. 

As perfected in the Second World War, 
the carrier task force is a completely self- 
contained tool of warfare. 

It is a floating air base for fighters, 
bombers, and attack planes. It has its own 
flight and maintenance personnel, repair 
shops, fuel, food and ammunition supplies, 
reconnaissance forces, and communica- 
tions. It has its own defense, and it can 
shift its location by 800 miles a day. 


The Floating Air Base 


The United States Navy currently uses 
four carrier types. Some of each are in 
active commission. Several additional car- 
riers are being taken out of moth-balls to 
make up for the Secretary of Defense's 
“economies” of last year. 

The missions of such a carrier task 
force are many and diverse. It can strike 
at enemy airfields and naval or ground- 
force bases with precision bombing, straf- 
ing, and rocket fire. It can conduct fight- 
er sweeps to destroy hostile fighters. 

It can spread an air umbrella over the 
area designated for an amphibious landing. 
It can give close air support to landing 
forces, or to apy ground forces within 200 
miles of the sea. It can seal off enemy 
forces, by sea blockade, from any rein- 
forcement or supply by water. 

The flexibility of sea-based air power 
lies in the fact that it can provide an 
intense concentration of combat air 
strength in any chosen area within a radi- 
us of several hundred miles. 

To set up an advanced fighter or bomb- 
er air base on land, in a new theater of 
war, is a long, costly, and hazardous un- 
dertaking, because countless tons of equip- 
ment and supplies must be shipped by 
slow, vulnerable cargo vessels. If the go- 
ing is rough and evacuation of the area is 
necessary, the new base is left for the 


enemy to use. 


Dilemma for the Navy 


A carrier force can withdraw at any 
time. It can conceal itself by rapid move- 
ment, or by utilizing cloud cover, and so 
escape much of the punishment visited on 
advanced bases ashore. 

All the fighting of any consequence in 
Korea has been within 60 miles of blue 
water. No point on the peninsula lies be- 
yond easy range of carrier-based planes. 
Targets have been for the most part small 
enemy tank units or troop concentrations, 
bridges, railway trains, modest supply

Our anti-submarine warfare techniques 


have been improved; but hardiv as yet in - 


proportion to the increase of the danger. 
Still, properly screened and alerted, car- 
rier forces do not run an unreasonable 
military risk from submarines. 

If more disturbances break out on the 
margins of the Soviet world, our need 
for sea-based air power will be even great- 
er. Indonesia and the Philippines lend 
themselves admirably to protection by 
these floating air bases. 

The Navy faces a dilemma in the deploy- 
ment of the few carriers it has in active 
commission. To meet the threat of un- 
limited war, it ought to keep most of its 
carrier-based air power in strategic con- 
centration, and in safe waters. 


Hydra-Headed Strategy 


But if the months and years are going 
to bring only scattered civi] wars on the 
rim of the Soviet empire, it would be wise 
to have several smallish carrier task forces. 
A sound compromise certainly calls for 
activating more carriers. 

It is not to be supposed that with ample 
sea-based air power alone this country can 
wage and win a succession of limited wars. 
Airplanes, wherever based, whatever their 
armament, cannot do the work of infantry. 

But in the special conditions of lim- 
ited war, where friendly forces may need 
additional firepower quickly, a carrier with 
its brood of planes can intervene with 
telling effect—without the time lost in 
transporting troops or artillery. or setting 
up advanced air bases on land. 

It would be foolhardy, of course, to ig- 
nore the somber possibility of a great 
showdown that would demand the employ- 
ment of our entire armory, including the 
B-36 and B-50 bombers and the atomic 
and other bombs. But to combat a hydra- 
headed Soviet strategy, more political than 
military, our engines of atomic destruc- 
tion are neither appropriate nor efficient. 

Our present need is for highly mobile 
and flexible tools of intervention—weapons 
which can be sent instantly to the aid of 
any people threatened by invasion from 
Communist power. We have one such 
weapon in the carrier, another in the Ma- 
rines and Marine aviation, but these forces 
have been the victims of Defense Depart- 
ment economy. 

They need to be strengthened, and then 
deployed for maximum coverage of the 
far-flung areas of danger. 


CALLING ALL GOOKS

Our European Strategy 


FAITH, PURPOSE AND POWER, by James P. War- 
burg. (Farrar, Straus and Co., 180 pgs., 
Reasoned criticism of our foreign policy 

has become such a rare commodity that 

Mr. Warburg’s annual book of complains 

against it always comes as a fresh breeze. 

Nobody can accuse this former interna- 
tional banker of being a Communist. He 
may be wrong, but his credentials are im- 
peccable. So his calm, cool and often dead- 
ly criticism of the negativism of our pol- 
icy is a useful contribution. 

With so much emphasis now on the 
building of a Western European armed 
force to include German and American 
troops, Mr. Warburg's presentation of the 
case against this strategy is especially 
timely. He believes that a land army big 
enough to contain the. Soviet Union’s 200- 
odd divisions cannot be built without con- 
verting the United 
States into a garri- 
son state and rearm- 
ing the Germans. 

Quite apart from 
the fact that these 
consequences would 
amount to betrdyal 
of the purposes of 
World War II, Mr. 
Warburg argues that 
a huge military build- 
up in Europe would 
create political ten- 
sions which might 
facilitate Commu- 
nist conquest from 

James P. Warburg within, and risk pro- 
voking a Soviet attack before an adequate 
defense could be created. 

Not that Mr. Warburg would abandon 
Europe to the Communists. While he evi- 
dently regards Europe as militarily inde- 
fensible ‘(except under unacceptable cir- 
cumstances), he is strong for an American 
guarantce against aggression. He would 
tell Europe, in effect, that while we do 
not guarantee to defend any particular 
geographical line, an attack from the East 
would be answered with war. - 

Starting from the premise that “war is 
not inevitable,” he holds that “we stand 
our best chance of preventing Russian ag- 
gression by the declaration contained in 
the Atlantic Treaty combined with our 
maintenance of adequate military power 
uncommitted to any preannounced strate- 
gy of defense.” 

Mr. Warburg’s own proposal for a long- 
range positive policy embraces two arti- 
cles of faith: American leadership toward 
world government, and American leader- 
ship toward a world-wide economic expan- 
sion program. ROBERT LASCH. 


Revelation of the Really Real 


THE UNEASY YEARS, by Forrest Rosaire. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, New York, 270 pgs., $3.00.) 

“The Uneasy Years” is the story of the 
struggles of a brilliant mother to keep the 
love and allegiance of her three children. 
Laura Commee tried to form the lives of 
her children on a pattern that would com- 
pensate her for giving up the college 
career that she wanted so desperately. She 
fought the children themselves, and their 
father who was a “failure,” a dreamer 
whose sense of reality might have been 
closer to universal truth than his wife’s 
standards. 

That inner state which is so impossible 
to explain to another person ds the thing 
Mr. Rosaire creates with great sensitivity.

EGYPT. Mass., Oct. 9 (AP)— 
Dr. Percy Brown, an X-ray pio- 
neer, is dead at 74 after a sci- 
entific career which he once said 
exposed him to as much “radio- 
active damage” as “an experi- 
mental Bikini goat.” 

The first radiologoist to be ap- 
pointed to the Harvard Medical 
School, Dr. Brown took up the 
study of Roentgen rays in 1903. 

Thirty-one years later he re- 
tired because, he said, of “‘ill 
health due to the effects of pro- 
longed radiation.” He died yes- 
terday. 

Associates said he underwent 
more than 80 operations on in- 
fected portions of his fingers or 
skin areas turned cancerous by 
radiation. He was termed “a 
martyr to X-ray” by Dr. John F. 
Conlin, medical information di- 
rector of the Massachusetts Medi- 
cal Sgciety. 

In a report for the fiftieth an- 
niversary class book of his Har- 
vard College class, Dr. Brown 
wrote in 1947:

In Victory 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (AP)—The 


Yankees may be set for a long 
run atop the baseball world. 


This is no wonder club that 
swept four straight from the luck- 
less Philadelphia Whiz Kids in 
the World Series. No “murder- 
ers row” humbles the opposition, 
But it’s a band of alert oppor- 
tunists, darting through the first 
chink in the enemy defensé. 

Maybe Tommy Henrich, a Yank 
of the old school, said it best 
Saturday night at the height of 
the victory dinner. 


“We used to overpower them,” 
Henrich said. “Now we have to 
substitute hustle.” 

Hustle, that indefinable qual- 
ity, was more responsible for the 
Yankee’s season long success than 


through when Henrich, hobbjed 
by a bad knee, couldn’t play; 
when Joe DiMaggio, slumped and 
was benched in mid-season; when 
Joe Page, the 1949 relief ace, 
couldn’t get anybody out. 

Hail to “Little Guys.” 
When the big guns were spiked 
by the brilliant Phil pitching in 
the series, the “little guys’ came 
through. Gene Woodling (.429), 
Bobby Brown (.333), and Gerry 


|Coleman (.286) carried the ball. 


Only DiMaggio (.308) of the old 
wrecking crew held up his end. 
And Joe went hitless until he 
broke up the second game with a 
tenth inning homer off Rohin 
Roberts. 
This was the Yanks’ thirteenth 
world series victory and. their 
sixth in four straight. 
They said the Yanks were a 
creaky club of fading stars when 
George Weiss summoned Casey 
Stengel from Oaklafttd to take 
over the managing job in the 
winter of 1948. Two years later 
there are two pennants and two 
world championships to the credit 
of the 60-year-old grizzled cam- 
paigner. 
As Stengel said about Itis 1951 
plans, “I’d be a chump not to 
come back.” 
Overlooked in the tumult about 
DiMaggio’s mid-season slump and 
Henrich’s injuries was the value 
of the strong new blood from the 
Yanks’ farm system. ; 

Ford as an Example. 
Eddie Ford, the pink-cheeked 
rookie of 21 who won the last 
game, 5-2, Saturday afternoon be- 
fore 68,098 fans, is a _ prize 
example. A year ago he was 
pitching in Binghamton (N.Y.) in 
the Class A Eastern League. 
When Stengel needed help in 
mid-season he reached to Bing- 
hamton and plucked out the 
young lefthander who piled up a 
9-1 record down the stretch. If 
Detroit, Boston or Cleveland had 
a Ford in their farms, it could 
have made the difference. 
Or take Coleman, a greatly un- 
He hits better 
in the majors than he did in the 
minors. At 26 he’s one of the 
best second basemen in the 
league, a dazzling double play 
mate for Phil Rizzuto.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (INS) — The world series players began | 


scattering like autumn leaves yesterday in the wake of the Yankee’s 
swift destruction of the Phils—but their eyes remained glued on 


that $800,000 TV check. 

Fred Hutchinson, the Detroit 
Tiger who was tbe American 
League’s representative at Satur- 
day’s player-management mect- 
ing, expressed .cenfidence that 
some of the money would be paid 
directly to series players. 


“You can rest assured that the 
ball players will get a cut of that 
dough,” the pitcher said. Hutch- 
inson’s opposite number in the 
National League, Marty Marion 
of the Cardinals, and series team 
representatives Tommy Henrich 
of the Yanks and Granny Hamner 
of the Phils also attended the 
meeting in Commissioner A. B. 
Chandler’s hotel suite. 

Tax One of Considerations. 

It was learned from a good 
source that the size of the check 
which bought the television rights 
is the main cause of the pro- 
longed debates on its disposition. 
Chandler asked for more time 
before announcing his decision in 


order to consult Government tax 
experts. 

A straight gift of part of the 
money to the players who made 
it possible would involve a very 
heavy tax payment,’ it was said. 
The merits of putting the entire 
check into the player’s pension 
fund, which might avert its sharp 
shrinkage through taxation, also 
were presented at the meeting. 

Whatever is done with the 
$800,000, the check marks the be- 
ginning of a new era in world 
series history. What once was an 
incidental source of series income 
that paled into nothingness when 
compared with the money taken 
in at the gate has now become 
the major part of seriés finance. 

The four games produced $953,- 
669.03 from sale of tickets. The 
television and radio rights were 
sold for $975,000, and baseball 
men at the series predicted that 
the 1951 TV check alone would 
amount to a million dollars or 
more.

Konstanty, Eddie Sawyer’s sur- 
prise opening choice after 74 re- 
lief jobs, hadn’t started a game 
since 1948.

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COTTON CROP PUT 


AT 9,869,000 BALES, 
SMALLEST IN YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
The Department of Agriculture 
today estimated the nation’s 1950 | and 
cotton production at 9,869,000 
bales—one of the smallest crops 
of the century. 

Today’s estimate, based on Oct. 
1 conditions, is 13,000 bales 
smaller than last month’s fore- 
cast of 9,882,000 bales. It com- 
pares with last year’s crop of 16,- 
126,000 bales and the previous 
10-year average of 11,599,000 
bales. The crop is measured in 
bales of 500 pounds, gross weight. 

The crop will not be big 
enough to supply all domestic 
and export demand without scrap- 
ing near the bottom of the re- 
serve barrel. The cutback in of- 
ficial production estimates may 
speed Government action to limit 
the amount of cotton that can be 
exported this season. 

The estimate for Missouri was 
280,000 bales of 500-ton weight, 
compared with an estimate of 
300,000 bales last month, and the 
1949 crop of 462,000.

produce its own supplies. 


Supplies should be furnished as 
a demonstration to prove _ the 
value, let us say, of powdered 
milk for children. But that should 
not be envisioned as something 
that the nation would need for- 
ever, since the United Nations 
should help them to _ produce 
their own milk. 

There will always be emergen- 
cies caused by drouths, or earth- 
quakes or floods, and these will 
have to be met by supplies. But 
where these emergencies are 
caused by conditions which bring 
about recurrent emergencies, an 
effort should be made to estab- 
lish a permanent project that 
would remove the causes of these 
drouths or floods or whatever it 
may be. 

The State Department of our 


country is deeply interested in’ 


tackling a problem which has 
never been tackled before; name- 
ly, how we can put countries into 
a position where they do not need 
our help.

HERE'S HOW TO WASH GLOVES IN FOUR SIMPLE STEPS. 
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Playing 
Canasta 
To Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE knottiest problems in my 
mail concern situations that 
arise because of table rules. 
Making laws is a democratic 
right—but not even the experts 
can always express them so clear- 
ly that there can be no doubt of 
their intention. So trouble some- 
times crops up in connection with 
the table rule that a discard 
matching a completed canasta is 
“frozen.” 
The first question usually con- 
cerns some such hand as this one: 


A 


Your side has among its melds 
a canasta of four queens and three 
wild cards. You could have added 
your queens to that canasta be- 
fore, but you are playing the rule 
that you can’t take the pack — 
even though it isn’t frozen—in 
order to add the topcard to a 
completed canasta. So you have 
held onto that pair of queens just 
in case your right-hand opponent 
tosses a queen onto a fat discard 
pile.. You feel—and you are cor- 
rect—that you are always entitled 
to take the pack if you can show 
a natural pair that matches the 
upcard. 

So the opponent does throw the 
queen and you grab for the pack 
and the howl arises. A discard 
that matches the canasta is 
“frozen,” squawks your opponent. 
You can’t take it even if you do 
have a natural pair. 

There is no such thing as a 

“frozen” discagd, nor can a dis- 
card of anything but a wild card 
freeze a pack. The most that such 
a table rule can do is to make a 
canasta-matching discard a stop 
card. If it were a stop card, like 
a black three, it could not be 
taken at all, so that if the table 
rule were written in that form 
the opponent’s contention might 
be correct. But when a law isn’t 
written there is always some 
doubt as to how it is expressed. 
And usually the intention of such 
a law is merely to prevent a 
player taking the pack by adding 
the last discard to a completed 
canasta; not to prevent its being 
taken with a natural matching 
pair. 
Question: A player makes an 
insufficient meld, including a 
wild card. Is it permissible for 
him to freeze the pack by discard- 
ing the wild card, or can the op- 
ponents insist that he first dis- 
card his other penalty cards? 

Answer: The offender may dis- 
card any of the exposed cards he 
selects. The opponents have no 
right to dictate his discard.

He Serves His Race by 


T WOULD make a good story 

to say that Todd Duncan 

worked, barefooted, in the cotton 
fields, or shined shoes before he 
struggled to the pinnacle of sing- 
ing and acting success. A good 
story, but not quite true. Unlike 
many Negro theater headliners 
who came up from lowly sur- 
roundings, Duncan was born into 
a moderately prosperous family, 
had parents whom he describes 
as “healthy-minded and intelli- 
gent,” went to college, received 
a master’s degree, and was doing 
well as a music professor when 
he took a night off to sing in an 
opera that changed the course of 
his career. 


Duncan, in fact, might be said 
to be a walking illustration of the 
musical play in which he’s now 
appearing. “Lost in the Stars,” 
which opens at the American The- 
ater tonight, is the dramatized 
version of Alan Paton’s “Cry, the 
Beloved Country,” the story of 
black misery in ‘South Africa, 
which preaches the doctrine of in- 
dividual over race. Duncan, on 
stage and off, impresses you as an 
individual first and a representa- 
tive of a race second, and car- 
ries this over even when he is 
talking of the play. 


“I think the message—if there 
is such a thing as a message to 
this play—goes beyond race. It 
deals with man’s relationship to 
man, and how two men, one black, 
one white, find love and friend- 
ship through suffering.” 


It is this feeling of: the uni- 
versality of human problems that 
has kept Duncan from being a 
crusader for causes like some 
other members of his race in the 
public eye. It is a subject about 


which he feels strongly.

of the Negro artist is to 

perfect his art,” he says. 
“That is what I’ve always tried 
to do, and I feel therein lies 
my contribution. If I don’t sing 
well, I have found that it is Todd 
Duncan, the Negro baritone, who 
is blamed.

He 
was teaching at Howard Univer- 
sity in Washington, D.C., when he 
was asked to go to New York and 
sing for a one night performance 
in the all-Negro production of 
“Cavalleria Rusticana.”

Weight Control Pointers

HE importance of keeping 
T weight 4inder control is 

stressed more and more today 
by physicians. They are particu- 
larly concerned about this in mid- 
dle age on. In cardiac conditions, 
so common at this time, it is es 
sential not to give the heart an 
unnecessary burden of flesh to 
cope with. | 


In diabetes and in arthritis 
normal weight for the patient is 
one of the first factors consid- 
ered. The modern doctor believes 
that weight is a.factor in disease 
prevention. As many of you have 
discovered, it is much easier to 
gain than to lose. For this rea- 
son, there should be scales jin 
every bathroom. When there is 
a gain of even two pounds, it can 
easily be eliminated by eating 
less food for a week or two. After 
many pounds have been acquired, 
it is not so easy to get back to 
normal. 

Of course, there are women 
who, in their desire to keep their 
slender figure, habitually eat too 
little. Fortunately, our standards 
are not quite so severe for this 
as they were a few years ago. 
But there are still those who 
“diet” too strenuously and unin- 
telligently. The other day, a 
group of food experts were dis- 
cussing plans for weight control. 
The question arose, “Is it better 
to recommend eating small por- 
tions without second helpings of 
the usual food served at a meal, 
or is it better to have special 
prescriptions for the diet?” 

We all agreed that the first 
plan would be ideal if followed, 
but few of us have enough self- 
control to undertake it success-

fully. For this reason, menus for 
the three meals a day with the 
foods and the size of portions 
listed seem to work best for most 
people. Usually, the menus are 


high in meat, fruits and vegeta- 
bles, and low in breads, fats and 
sweets. Plenty of milk and cot- 
tage cheese should be, though 
they are not always, included in 
any reducing formula. Salads are 
invariably on the list, but care 
must be used in dressing them. 
The recipe given today is fat free, 
but has flavor. A recipe for 
braised veal chops is also includ- 
ed, as veal is without much fat 
and only a small amount need be 
used in cooking it. Steak or lamb 
chops could be broiled in order 
to eliminate the fat. 


Low Calorie Salad Dressing. 

One can tomato sauce. Two ta- 
blespoons minced onion. Two ta- 
blespoons minced celery. Two 
tablespoons tarragon or other 
herb vinegar. 


Mix ingredients thoroughly and 
chill several hours in refrigerator. 
Mustard seed and other ‘herbs 
may be added to taste. Yield: 
About one cup dressing. 


Braised Veal Chops. 


Four veal chops, three-fourths- 
inch thick. Salt. Pepper. Ore- 
gano or sweet marjoram. One 
and one-fourth cups water or to- 
mato juice. Two tablespoons 
flour. Three tablespoons water. 


Grease skillet lightly and 
brown chops on both sides, add- 
ing a little more fat if needed. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
a little oregano or sweet mar- 
joram. 
juice. Cover and let simmer at 
least 45 minutes. Remove to hot 
platter. Mix flour with water and 
stir into liquid in skillet. Season 
with salt and pepper to taste. 
Stir smooth and until thick, pour 
over chops.

West’s spade bid strongly indi- 
cated that both honors were 
wrong, and if that was so, some 
provision would have to be made 
for the jack and eight of spades. 


At the second trick South led 
the club queen. West — who 
might have waited!—put up the 
club ace and laid down the 
diamond queen, no doubt expect- 
ing to take in that trick. Declarer 
ruffed and led the club six. Again 
West took it upon himself to win 
the trick with the jack, and then, 
for reasons that must remain ob- 
scure, he exited with the club 
five! 

South ruffed East’s club king 
with an honor and led a low trump 
to the eight-spot. He then led a 
good club from dummy, and 
though East valiantly tried to con- 
fuse the issue by throwing off a 
diamond, South made the proper 
decision. He felt that the. distri- 
bution had practically marked 
West with a singleton trump and 
that he would not be able to ruff 
this present club trick, so South 
discarded a spade, and made his 
contract. 

Obviously, if East had ruffed 
the club, he would merely have 
made matters easier for South, 
who would have over-ruffed and 
gone back to the heart 10.
